4,  Radio  haws  and  Regulations 


The  radio  regulations  and  laws  of  the  U,  S.  are  given  in  a 
publication  entitled  "Revised,  rules.. and  regulations  of  the 
Federal  Radio  Commission, " copies  of  which  are  obtainable  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington, • D,  C. , for  4-5  cents.  This  is  a loose-leaf  .pamphlet ; 
changes  in  regulations-  are  added  from  tine  to  time. 

The  law  provides  that  in 'order  to  operate  a radio  trans- 
mitting station,  both  a station  license  and  an  operator  license 
must  be- secured.  The  law.  provides  severe  penalties  for  the 
operation  of  a transmitting. station  without  proper  licenses. 

A station  used' only; for  receiving  do.es  not  require  a . 
station  license.  Operators • of  stations  used  only  for  receiving 
do  not  require  operators5  licenses,  but  must  maintain  secrecy 
in  regard  to  messages  heard,,  .other' than  broadcast  messages. 

Information  and  the  necessary  application  blanks  for  sta- 
tion and  operators'  licenses  are  obtainable  from  the  Federal 
Radio  Commission,  Washington,  D„C„,  or  the  office  of  the  radio 
district  in  which  the • ^applicant  resides.
